NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


DR. SCHILLER-SZINESSY. 


Dr. Schiller-Szinessy’s friends wil! have learnt with pleasure from our tele. 
graphic announcement last week that the appointment of Reader in Talmudic and 
Rabbinic literature in the University of Cambridge has been conferred upon him 
with the modest but increased stipend of £300 a year. When Dr. Schiller. 
Szinessy was first appointed Reader at a much smaller stipend some twelve years 
ago it was said that the election of a Jew to this office, natural as it was for a Jew 
to concern himself with Rabbinic teaching, was only carried in consequence of 
the accidental absence of some of the more bigoted members of the governing 
body of the University ; but the recent decision, coupled with the hon 
degree conferred on Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, shows that the University has now 
come to the settled conviction that the appointment may properly be mate g 
permanent one in favour of a Jewish holder. Dr. Schiller-Szinessy is a member 
of Christ’s College, which, owing largely in modern days to the personal influence 
of its tutor for many years, the Rev. M. Gunson, as well as to hononred 
traditions going back to Milton's time, has been long distinguished for liberality 
in religious matters. Early in the century, the Rev. Solomon Lyons, as an 
independent teacher, gave private lessons in Hebrew at Cambridge, in addition to 
receiving Jewish pupils in his house, one of whom was the late Mr. John Wagg, 
Converted Jews have before now taught Hebrew officially in the University; 
but Dr. Schiller-Szinessy conforms to the prescriptions of the law and practises 
the doctrines of the Talmud which he teaches. It was but lately that we com- 
mented on the appointment of Mr. Arthur Cohen, QC., as Counsel to the 
University ; and the increased permanence and amount of the endowment now 
granted to the Rabbinical Reader is another proof that the Jewe, by their serviees 
and distinctions, have gained a place in the University of Cambridge, which, to 
those who remember how recently religious tests were abolished, seems little less 
than marvellous. The enhanced dignity of the teacher of Rabbinical lore will 
doubtless give a fillip to the studies which he professes. A larger number of 
the clergymen of the Church of England who owe their culture to Cambridge 
University, will go forth to their pulpits, their schools, and their places of 
ecclesiastical charge and direction, unimbued with the old delusion that the 
Talmud means everything which is childisk and profane. They will have learnt 
the intense reasonableness of the greater part of the Rabbinical writings, and 
the extent of the debt which modern Biblical exegesis owes to them, and can 
increase.» Nor is it only a literary lesson which Dr. Schiller-Szinessy teaches in 
the great centre of thought and learning, in which it has become his fortunate 
lot to be one of the luminaries. By his adherence to the cardinal observances 
of his ancient religion, he will have shown mavy who look upon Judaism as 4 
quaint and somewhat repulsive fossil, like the coprolites which are dug up in 
Cambridge fields, that, on the contrary, the Jewish faith is a living and 
inspiring force, capable of profoundly influencing the conduct of a life-time, 
and capable of enforcing daily sacrifices. The sacrifices, indeed, have been made 
before, as when the great mathematician, Sylvester, passing as Second Wrangler, 
took no degree ; and when high attainments went unrewarded by studentships 
and fellowships. The Jewish faith has been asserted before, as by the Sevior 
Wrangler, Numa Edward Hartog, and others. But these names havo passed 
away from Cambridge ; and one, most famous and beloved of them, has passed 
away altogether. Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, as a permanent official of the teaching 
staff of the University, will continue to testify to the learning and religiousness 
of Jews, leading the simple ascetic life of a student, unmarred by the display 


- and extravagance to which some of his younger brethren at the University are 


prone, practising even the minute observances connected with food, binding the 
Law upon his hands and laying it as a frontlet between his eyes. 


EMIGRATION, 

Although it has not been unfrequently that we have had the gratification of 
seeing practical effect given to suggestions thrown out in these columns, it has 
been seldom that we have had the pleasure of witnessing so quickly the realisa- 
tion of an improvement as in the case of that which we suggested in regard to the 
Emigration cases dealt with by the Board of Guardians. When passing i 


review the interesting Report of the Board for 1878 we said : 


The Emigration Department of the Board, which is second to none in importance, is susceptible 
of material improvement. Instead of being merely a branch of the ordinary Relief Committee § 
business, it should be placed under the care of a special Sub-Committee, composed of capable — 
bera. There should be more system, and greater discrimination exercised, in the voting of moncy on 
this purpose. At present the funds appear to be allotted in asomewhat hap-hazard manner. There 
is no extraneous information in the possession of those who decide upon the emigrant s ——_, 
as to his probable prospects in the land of his choice. No other motive seems to influence (hose = 
administer this form of relief than a desire to disembarrass the community of those who are una 6 
to make their way in this country. It is thought that a man who has not succeeded here may, _ 
haps, be more fortunate elsewhere, and that is all. He has done badly in England; he cannot, 
any rate, do worse in another clime. The special Emigration Committee, of which we would a 
the establishment, should place itself in communication with the United Hebrew Charities of be '

The day has gone by for dividing the world inte Oe an a 
rot ny and the present means of inter-communication should make it easy to carry ove this p 
action. 


At the meeting of the Board held on the 12th, Mr. F. D. Mocatta moved the 


following resolutions which give effect to our suggestions : | 


That an Emigration Committee of the Board be established. 
That the Committee consist of six members of the Board, with power to add three auxiliary 
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members to their number, who need not be members of the Board. The Committee to relect their 
own Chairman, and to appoint an Honorary Seeretary ; not less than three members present to form 


t. That the Emigration Committee shal! take charge of all moneys deposited by intending 

ta, or contributed on their behalf, and shall have a similar power of recommending cases to 

who may be willing to receive such recommendation, to that now exercised by the Relief 
ittee. 

That except in cases to which the Emi Committee may think it advisable to award 

fic relief between the periods of application for emigration departure, any relief required 

1 be administered as heretofore by the Relief Committee. 

That it be recommended to the Emigration Committee to establish a system of communication 
with the Jewish Congregations, or Charitable Societies at the different points to which emigration 
is chiefly directed, so as to gain some information as to which places are likely to offer to emigrants 
the best chance of success, and so as also to be informed as to the progress and pursuits of the emi- 
grants after reaching their destination. 

That the Emigration Committee be invited to treat the amounts allotted in certain cases to 
emigrants as a joan temporily advanced to them, and that an endeavour be made to recover the 
game at stated intervals from persons who may have benefited thereby. 


It is one thing, however, to pass resolutions, it is quite another to act up to the 
spirit in which they have been passed. There is no Committee, not even the 
Loan or the Industrial Committee (at present the two most useful departments 
of the Board) which is capable of effecting so much real and permanent benefit 
to the condition of our poor as this embryo Emigration Committee. If the 
programme now sketched be followed, we shall for the first time witness inter- 
communication between the Board and the many cognate Jewish institutions 
abroad. That such intercommunication can have but a beneficial effect upon 
our poor is certain. Take but two instances as an illustration. Our Translantic 
brethren have long had a grievance against us. They have complained for years 
of the absence of all system in the manner in which we have sent them our 
poor. They very truly said that we merely shifted the burden of support of the 
majority of those sent to America from our own shoulders to theirs. There was 
not only no system, but there was no discrimination in the awistance we 
gave to our poor to emigrate. The most undesirable class of peisons 
were often sent to the States and to the Colonies. They arrived 
at their new home often penniless, seldom with the necessary knowledge 
of a handicraft to enable them to procure speedy employment. Thus, 
the figures relating to the cases of emigration were delusive. We had only 
relieved ourselves of the burden of occasionally aesisting those whom we 
had helped to emigrate, but had taken no means beyond payment of part or the 
whole of the passage money to secure any real improvement in the position of 
our protegés. Then take the large proportion of those who were assisted to 
return to other parte of Europe. Of 441 persons who were assisted by the 
Board to leave England in 1878, 352 returned to the Continent. The Poles 
formed about 90 per cent. of such persons. They were really men who had 
come here with the belief that the streets of London were paved with 
gold. Throughout the whole of their sad pilgrimage from one end of Europe 
to the other, these poor men, who too often had left their wives and families 
behind them ‘in Poland, had been passed along from one congregation to another, 
and they were sent back by the English Board of Guardians to re-commence the 
sorry tramp once more. The German Gemeindebund, a few years ago, issued a 
circular inviting the co-operation of all Jewish bodies to put an end to this 
miserable system, as cruel to the itinerant mendicant as it is recklessly wasteful 
of the funds of the congregations and societies who “relieve” him. These 
cases, however, have most iojudiciously been withdrawn from the cognisance of 
the Emigration Committee. Perhaps the Board will take other means of placing 
itself in communication with some of the leading Jewish charitable organisations 
on the Continent with the view of co-operating in endeavouring to abate the 
drawbacks to which we have alluded. The Committee will, no doubt, endeavour 
to secure the co-operation of the Ladies’ Emigration Society, and if it be com- 
posed of such men as the other’'Committees of the Board, we may hope at length 


to find in the future Reports of the Board tangible proofs of the value of its aid 
in Emigration. 


: A JEWISH EDUCATIONAL BOARD. 

The telling speech which the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler delivered on Sunday 
last at the Distribution of Prizes at the Westminster Jews’ Free School will no 
doubt revive the latent feeling that exists pretty generally among those 
interested in Jewish Schools, that there is a necessity for the establishment of a 
Jewish Board of Education, a body composed of representatives, professional 
and lay, of all our educational establishments, which should meet for the purpose 
of discussing subjects of special interest in the management of Jewish Schools, 
The Board would have a purely deliberative function. Dr. Adler pointed out 
that there is not wanting plenty of useful work for the Board. We have fre- 
quently given such details. The difficulty at present is one of initiative. Dr. 
Adler has advocated the establishment of the Board. Let him now proceed a 
step further, and take active steps to bring about its formation. There would 
not be wanting zealous friends of Jewish education, like himself, who would 
rally round him and assist in the realigation of his desires.

MURDER OF A JEW IN TUNIS, 


A correspondent of the Hamagid, writing from Tanis on the 28th ult., gives 
an account of a murder which took place in that city a few days previously. It 
appeared that a certain M. Abraham Sclemla was known to the authorities to be 
A enous contributor to the columns of the Hamagid, and a correspondent of 
the Alliance Israélite in Parise; and the fact that he had often brought to 
— notice in Europe the srbitrary conduct and misdoings of some of the 
ocal officials, aroused in the minds of one of the latter a desire to put an end to 
M. Schemla’s existence. Two pelicemen were selected for the crime, which was 
to take place at night, when it was known that the intended victim would, 
according to his usual custom, pass through a certain street. M. Schemla was, 
however, personally unknown to the policemen, and they, therefore, watched in 
the expectation that one of his acquaintances would recognise him, and address 
him by name. Unfortunately, an uncle of M. Schemla, named Joseph Schcmla, 
aged 82 years, was traversing the street whilst the policemen were on the watch, 
and they, hearing the name of Schemla called, imagined that he was their 
intended victim. They followed the aged man for some distance, and murdered 
him within a few steps from his house. Some Jews hearing a cry rushed from 
their houses, only to find that the unfortunate man was dead, and to see the 
murderers running from the spot. They then went up to some watchmen close 
by, and urged them to follow the murderers, but they answered, “it is not so, 
the men whom you see running are policemen like ourselves.” 

An examination of the body by the doctor of the French Consulate concla- 
sively proved who the murderers were, for it was found that the victim had 
received a heavy biow on his head with a staff and several sword cuts in the 
region of the heart, and it is known that in Tunis the night patrols consist of a 
policeman armed with a sword and a watchman with a staff. The fuueral of M. 
Joseph Schemla gave rise to an attack on the procession by a large number of 
Arabs who threw stones at the Jews, many of whom were severely injured. 
The situation of the Jews was most serious, and fears were entertained of fresh 
disturbances. No steps had been taken by the authorities to bring the murderers 
of M. Schemla to justice. 3 

We understand that the above subject was last week taken into considera- 
tion at a meeting of the Joint Committees ot the Board of Deputies and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, when it was resolved to memorialise Lord Salisbury 
on behalf of the Jews in Tunis.

EXCLUSION OF ROUMANIAN JEWs FROM RvussitA.—The Pall Mall Gazette of Friday 
last, contained the following among its “Occasional Notes”: “Telegrams from 
St. Petersburg inform us to-day that an order has been issued by the Committee of 
Ministers, forbidding Roumanian Hebrews to enter Russia unless provided with 
sufficient means of subsistence. And, as it is not as all an uncommon thing in Russia 
to make Imperial ukases, when it suits Imperial requirements, retrospective in their 
application. it is by no means improbable that the Jews of what was till lately 
Roumanian Bessarabia, where they are in considerable numbers, will receive orders 
to wander further south into Moldavia. Making all allowances for a Government— 
if Government it can be called—which is legislating in a panic, the publication of 
-his latest ordinance shows that the prejudice once so strong in Russia against this 
unfortunate people is not dead there yet. Ina big country like Russia a great deal 
goes on that even Baron Reuter can know nothing about; and not all the riots that 
are got up in the provinces to rob and outrage the Jewish population are taken 
cognizance of by the official St. Petersburg Gazette. Now and then, however, they have 
made a stir; and in November, 1877, there was an attack made on the Jews’ quarter 
at Saratov which looked so like an organized persecution, that it could hardly have 
failed to attract general attention had not people's thoughts been then at Plevna or 
Kars. It is true that in January, 1862, a ukase was published by the present Emperor 
remitting many of the heavy disabilities under which the Jews then laboured; but 
Acts of Government, as we know, cannot extirpate national prejudices, and that there 
is a prejudice against this people in high quarters as well as among ignorant peasants, 
this ukase of the Czar’s Ministers does not permit us to doubt. Indeed, it cannot be 
said that they have ever been more than tolerated in Russia. When they first came 
—some hundred and sixty years ago—they had a cold welcome enough. In answer 
to their petition to settle and carry on their trades and occupations in the country, 
Peter the Great told them that they had far better stay away. That Imperial Gallio 
did not. care a straw about their religious opinions, but for their own good he advised 
them not to come, as his people would be a great deal too much for them.” 


“OnLy A Jew."—The Vienna correspondent of the Times writing on Monday 
says: “General Obrutscheff is continuing his tour of pacification through Eastern 
Roumelia, intending to visit most of the chief places, Tchirpan, Yeni and Eski Zagra, 
Jamboli and Burgas. To judge by a case related by the Vedomosti of St. Petersburg, 
there still remains a good deal to be done. A Jewish merchant of Odessa, by name 
Manyubi, arrived in company with a Russian colonel in the little town of Karnabad, 
at the foot of the Balkans. At the inn where they put up, the colonel, by way of a 
practical joke, addressed the merchant as ‘M. Finanz Director Schmidt.’ The waiter, 
a son of the landlord, reported the circumstance to his father. The news spread, and 
in a short time a crowd of Bulgarians swarmed in front of the inn, clamorously 
demanding that M. Schmidt should come out. The colonel persuaded the unsuspect- 
ing merchant to do so; whereupon the furious mob threw themselves upon him, 
maltreating him till he was incapable of moving, and robbing him of his watch and 
money. The Russian authorities, to whom the case was reported, fined the town 400 
roubles, 200 as indemnity to the injured man and 200 to the poor of the town. It is 
not added who the colonel was, whose excuse to his comrades for the part he had 
played was that the belaboured man was only a Jew.” ) 


METROPOLITAN ANGLO-ISRAEL AssocIATION.—The annual meeting of this 
Association, whose ostensible object is to advocate the descent of the English Nation 
from the Lost Tribes of Israel, was held last Monday at Exeter Hall, under the 
presidency of Admiral Dunn. The annual report stated that “the Association was 
established for the purpose of propagating a great fact and not for the dissemination 
of a chimerical idea.” From some remarks, however, made by the founder of the 
society, Mr. E. W. Bird (who is known to the members as “Philo-Israal”), the 
principal object af the Association was of a far differant character ; for, in alluding 
to the opponents af the movement, this gentleman said that their enemies had 

them with wishing to Judaise the Church ; but that, on the contrary, they 
to canvert the Jews.

NEWCASTLE HEBREW CONGREGATION. 
TO THE ECITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Str,—I beg to bring under the notice of the readers of your valuable journal 
the following facts. It will be within your recollection that some time ago a 
serious schism existed in the Newcastle Jewish a caotown The Rev. A. L. 
Green, who kindly undertook to endeavour to heal the wounds of the two bodies, 
went to Newcastle for this purpose and brought about the mach desired union, 
and they have since continued a united body. 

The community at Newcastle is a poor one with the exception of a few, and 
they have taxed themselves most severely and by the aid of a very few gentlemen 
of London and their Christian neighbours are able to show a list of about £2,000. 
They have, however, now come to the extent of their tether and been compelled to 
depute Mr. de Hart, of Newcastle, to come to London to assist me in soliciting the 
co-operation of our London brethren, but so far we have met with but little 
encouragement, I must, however, say that those few who have given have done 
so cheerfully and liberally. 

The building has now been contracted for and is in course of erection. Every 
provision has been made for a large school and class-rooms, in order to enable 
them to put the schools under proper Government inspection. The Executive 
feel they cannot in reason demand of their London brethren any such large sum 
as to cover the whole amount still wanting. They are, however, anxious to 
avoid saddling the Newcastle community with too heavy a burden in the shape 
of interest on mortgage, and possibly fall into the grave error committed in some 
instances in the provinces. Newcastle has had a synagogue for nearly sixty years 
and the congregation have, as I am informed, never appealed to their London 
brethren for any asisstance. I therefore, consider their case well worthy of the 
consideration of our coreligionists, and I beg to appeal to them through the 

medium of your valuable journal for assistance in a cause which, [ am sure, 
must commend itself to the heart of every Jew; and I beg, in conclusion, to 
saythat the movement has the hearty support of the Rev. the Chief Rabbi and 
the heads of our clergy, who, from time to time, have visited Newcastle and are 
well conversant with the want of proper accommodation both as regards the 
synagogue and schools,

COLLECTIONS FOR CHARITIES.

Sir,—I observe that the collections for the Jews’ Free School only amount 
to £800, while the dinner for the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum resulted in 
£1,700 being raised for the charity. Asthe Free School has dispenred with a 
dinner this year, I am not surprised at the deficiency. A rallying point, such as 
an annual festival affords, is a great help to a good collection. These annual 
meetings are, however, becoming fewer and fewer, and Jews are in consequence 
less known to each other, personally, while their charities suffer. Some of the 
managers of our institutions have set their faces against these social re-unions 
on the ground of their expense ; but I have not heard that they abstain from 
—— dinner-parties for the same reason. For myself, | have always valued 

ighly the opportunity of obtaining first-hand information about the charities 
at their annual festivals, and would not think of contributing to one the pro- 
moters of which do not care to meet the supporters face to face in friendly 
intercourse. It seems to be forgotten that the good which public charity does 
lies as much in its effect in exciting the kindly feelings of those who give as 
in its practical benefit to those who take. The feeling that we are work- 
ing together for a common object is most valuable, and so is the enthusiasm for 
charity which a good after-dinner speech from the chairman generates. But 
our best after-dinner speaker, Baron H. de Worms, is now asked to preside at 
festivals for charities of general scope, and Jewish charities as well as Jewish 
balls are discontinued. If the poor did not suffer by this arrangement the rich 
might be more easily pardoned for denying themselves the opportunities for 
making and keeping up each other's acquaintance which were afforded by these 
gatherings. But rich and poof suffer alike, and so do the sentiment of solidarity 
and all those founded upon personal regard and the remembrance of pleagaut 
hours spent in common,

AsyLuM For IproTs.—On Tuesday Baron Henry de Worms presided at the 
thirty-second anniversary festival of the Asylum for Idiots, Earlswood, held at the 
“ Albion” Tavern, Aldersgate Street. A large number of ladies and gentlemen sat 
down to the banquet. The annual report stated that the general income, in common 
with most other charities, had suffered severely from the decrease in donations and 
legacies, and the Board had been obliged to borrow from the bankers £4,(\0) for 
necessary current expenses. The present number of inmates was 564. In giving 
the toast of the evening, the Chairman, adoptiug the legend of the establishment as 
his text—‘‘ We plead for those who cannot plead for themselves "—made an eloquent 
appeal on behalf of the Earlswood Asylum, which he maintained stood first and 
foremost in the ranks of those of those institutions that had suecessfully “ ministered 
to a mind diseased.” It was an erroneous impression on the part of outsiders to 
suppose that the idiots and imbeciles of Earlswood were drivelling away the hours 
separating the cradle from the grave. It would be wrong to state that the Asylum 
was able to cure idiocy ; but as to other cases not altogether so helpless, they had 


’ restored them so far as in some instances to actually enable them to earn their own 


living. The inmates of the Asylum were admirably treated, everything which kind- 
ness or science could suggest being placed at their disposal, and the result was that 
nearly 600 human beings deprived of reason were at that moment enjoying the 
advantages of an institution which any one visiting it would take to be a school 
most cleverly and orderly conducted. When they looked around the political horizon, 
and saw one country after another involved in revolutionary and socialistic strife, 
the history of such institutions as their own showed them that in England the rich 
man was not entirely occupied with his own wealth, but was willing to devote a 
portion of his means towards those who were less fortunate than himself. The Rev. 
A. L, Green, in responding to the toast of “the Clergy,” with which his name was 
associated, expressed in eloquent terms his acknowledgment of the compliment paid 
to Judaism and the Jewish community by his name being coupled with the wast, 
He could not help thinking what idiots their forefathers, and his forefathers, too, 
had been in holding aloof from each other in purely humanitarian matters because 
they differed in religion. There was no need for Jews to hesitate to meet those of 
other faiths to further the cause of charity, because it was a fundamental principle 
in Judaism that it was not by merely thinking well but by doing well that a man 
would reach Heaven. They had a Chairman that evening of whom his community 
were very proud, not because of his wealth or his social position, but because baron 
Henry de Worms showed on all occasions that he was proud of his race and of his 
religion, and let pass no fitting oppartunity to endeavour to raise both in the estima- 
tion of his countrymen. That evening the Chairman had not appealed to the 
religious sentiments of his hearers, but to that larger humanity which comprehended 
the whole civilized world. He could only hope that Baron de Worms would soon raise 
his voice in a larger representative assembly, and where his eloquent pleading in all 


- good and noble ciuses would meet with that success which had attended his efforts 


that evening. There were now great complaints of the difficulties experienced by 
wealthy persons in finding suitable investments. Well, he could tell those present 
of a splendid investment returning a good interest with ample security. He would 
remind them of the Old Testament text, “ He that giveth to the Poor lendeth to the 
Lord,” and among their first investments on that security let them give a good 
round sum to the Earlswood Asylum for Idiots. (Applause.) The subscriptions 
amounted to nearly £5,000, about £1,000 above the average of such collections, A 
Jewish table was provided under the superintendence of Mr. M. Silver. : 


Sanpby’s Row SynaGcocun.—The annual general meeting of the members of 
the Society “ Kindness and Truth,” in connection with the Sandy's Row Synagogue, 
Bishopsgate, was held at Zetland Hall on Sunday last ; Mr. B. I. Van Staveren, \ice- 
President, in the chair. After some preliminary observations from the chairman, 
Mr. J. Corper, the Secretary, read the annual statement of the society's income and 
expenditure, which, after'a few remarks from some members, was unanimously 
adopted. The income of the society during the past year was about £528, and the 


expenditure £544, thus causing a deficicit ; but as the Chairman pointed out, though — 


there was no surplus to carry over, the Society was in a better condition than at the 
close of the previous year ; for the Committee had paid out £49 in shares to members, 
and had repaid £00 toa Bnilding Society. In addition, the debts of the Society. 
which at the end of thea previous financial year amounted to £245, had this year been 
reduced to £111, to cover which about £108 was due to the Society, though it was not 
expected that the whole of this amount would be paid. The present number 0! 
members is 454, from whom £275 had been received, chiefly by weekly contr- 
butions. The offerings in the Synagogue had broughtin £83, One of the features of 
the Society (whose main object is to give pecuniary assistance to, and provide minya2 
for, members during the week of confined mourning) is that a dividend, varying 4c 
cording to the amount of income, is annually’ paid out to the members. These are 
chiefly natives of Holland. The expenditure, especially with regard to salaries, 
appears to be on a most economical scale. The following gentlemen were 


elected honorary officers for the ensuing year: Mr. B. I. Van Staveren, President ; — 


Mr. L. Reed, Vice-President ; Mr. Isaac Levy, Treasurer ; Messrs. M. Bronkhorst. M. 
Drukker, and A. Sluis, Trustees ; Messrs. A. Affie, E. Porten, J. Dezen and A. Winkel, 
Auditors. The Committee were re-elected, with the addition of Messrs. L. Var 
Boolen and Abraham Levy. Votes of thanks were passed to Mr. J. Dusseldorp. ® 
member of the Committee, for special services rendered to the Society ; to Mr. A. 


Affie, Chairman of the Laws Revision Committee, and to the chairman of the meeting. 
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. to assist to the utmost of his power in maintaining Jewish schools.

WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL, 


On Sunday last, Mrs. HermANN ADLER distributed the prizes to the pupils of 
the Westminister Jews’ Free School, at the institution, Greek Street, Soho. There 
was a large attendance. Among those present were the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler and 
Mrs. Adler; Mr, Arthur Wagg (President) and Mrs. Wagg; Mr. Louis Joseph, 
Treasurer, and Mrs. Joseph; Mr. F. D. Mocatta, the Rev. M. Hast, Mrs. Binstingl, Mrs. 
Leman, Mrs. L. Hyam, Mr. and Mrs. L.. Davidson, Mr. and Mrs. H. Lucas, Mr. E. M. 
Leon, Mr. Jerrold Joseph, Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, Hon. Sec., Mr. D. F. Schloss, &c. 


The girls having — an English song, and the boys the 150th Psalm to a new 
composition by the Rev. M. Hast, First Reader of the Great Synagogue, 


Mrs. ADLER, who was cheered on rising, distributed the prizes, accompanying 
the gifts in each instance with a few words of friendly encouragement and commen- 
dation to the recipients. 


The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER then addressed the meeting. He said: Ladies and 
gentlemen, I confess Iam bitterly disappointed to-day. I hoped that for once I 
should have been allowed to be merely a spectator, and that Mrs. Adler, who has so 
little to do (a laugh), would have had the pleasing task of addressing you, particu- 
larly our young friends the children. Unfortunately, Mre. Adler has lost her voice. 
So [am compelled to be her mouthpiece. I may, however, say in extenuation that 
she lost her voice in a good cause, in examining, lecturing and commending the girls 
of this school on Wednesday, when we both had the pleasure of visiting this excellent 
institution. (Cheers.) Whilst Mrs. Adler examined the girls in religious and Hebrew 
knowledge, I examined the boys. I need not speak of the general secular instruction, 
That has been amply testified to by one of the greatest educationalists of the day. Mr. 
Matthew Arnold, one of Her Majesty's Inspectors of Schools, Mr. Arnold said of his 
inspection in February last, speaking of the Boys’ School,.“ The school from top to 
bottom is very well taught, the infant division being as satisfactory as the head class. 
Not only is the elementary work sound, but the boys show intelligence. It is to be 
remembered that the children learn Hebrew in addition to the ordinary school 
matters,” and of the Girls’ School he said, “ The same remarks apply here as in the 
Boys’ School. Finish, accuracy and intelligence are shown in the work of each class.” 
(Applause.) After that, I am sure I need not say anything in praise of the management, 
the teachers or the pupils of this school. I shall only speak of the Hebrew instruc- 
tion. Mrs. Adler was delighted ia every respect with the manner in which the girls 
acquitted themselves, and I join in her satisfaction at the zeal and intelligence of 
Miss Israel, who. as the industrious and able teacher of Hebrew for some vears. has 
been indefatigable in endeavouring to raise the standard of Hebrew knowledge 


’ gmong the girls. (Applause.) I am fully persuaded that the new Hebrew master, 


Mr. Schnurmann, will also endeavour to impart a thorough knowledge of Hebrew 
and religious subjects to the boys. There are manifold thoughts which crowd 
upon the mind when visiting a echool, but there is one subject uppermost in my 
thoughte when visiting a Jewish school, and which, I confess, occupies much of my 
attention. This subject is the religious education of the children of our working 
classes. That is a subject which presses for greater and greater attention. I am 
fully alive to the necessity of placing our elementary schools under government. As 
an earnest of this, | may mention that the Bayswater Jewish School, in the manage- 
ment of which I take great interest, has just been placed under government inspec- 
tion, notwithstanding much opposition. Those who had opposed that measure would 
be credited with much more so-called liberal or advanced opinions than I am 
supposed to hold. They had grounded their opposition on the fear which they 
expreased that the religious instruction im parted to the children and the essentially 
Jewish characteristics of the school would suffer if the institution were placed under 
government inspection. But I maintain that it is the duty of the Jewish clergymen 
to see that our children are not prejudiced in their religious education through our 
schools being placed under government. (Hear, hear.) We must do more. “There 
must be some system of examination in religious subjects. We want good text- 
books, too. We also want uniformity in teaching. We caunot have these unless we 
have a Jewish Educational Board. (lHlear, hear.) Nearly every other denomination 
has such a Central Board of Education. Indeed, #0 little is it ‘supposed outside the 
community that the Jews can be without such a Board, that in a government 
Report allusion was made to the Board of Deputies as being an Educational Board. 
We must maintain in all efficiency our denominational schools. It is believed, I 
know, by some not uninfluential rhembers of the community, that our schools will be 
gradually supplanted by the Board Schools, Well, I am not afraid to face this question. 
We have tried the experiment of having Religious Classes at a Board school, where 
ali the conditions were most favourable to their success. At the instance of my 
friend here, Mr. Mocatta, the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge 
started Religious Classes at the Old Castle Street Board School, the Head-Master of 
which is a Jew, and several of the teachers are Jews. We cannot say that that ex- 
periment has been so successful as to lead us to suppose’that our children will not 
suffer in religious knowledge if they do not attend our own denominational schools. 
Coming back to this School, I wish to draw your attention to the want of accommo- 
dation to which Her Majestys Inspector has again drawn attention. We want a 
Jewish school in this district that shall be sufficient to accommodate all the Jewish 
children that apply for admission, that will have a sufficiency of God's light and 
God's air. The community, in spite of the degeneracy of trade and the depression of 
commercial prosperity, will yet show its accustomed liberality in subscribing the 
necessary funds for the erection of a spacious school building in this district if the 
managers can get a suitable site. Dr. Adler then addressed the children in the form 
of a pleasing simple tale, the * moral” of which he eloquently pointed out to them 

Mr. ARTHUR WAGa, the President, proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs, and Dr. 
Adler, and expressed a hope that the Chief Rabbi would be speedily restored to com- 
plete good health. 

Mr. Louis DAVIDSON seconded the proposition, which was carried by acclamation, 
and amid the cheering of the children. 

Dr. ADLER. in acknowledging the vote, said that he felt it was his bounden duty 
t He was fully 
limpressed with the necessity of upholding denominational schools. This was not a 
mere ipse dixit, but the facts by which he could support his opinion were incontro- 
vertible. He was prepared to fight out the question, and should be pleased to have 
the opportunity of discussing it where the fight would be hard and no favour shown. 
The Chief Rabbi took a warm interest in the School. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Teaching Staff, caid 
that his desire was that our schools should be as efficient. as it was possible to make 
them, and that in all schools attended by Jewish children religious and secular 
instruction should be given peri passu; that in Jewish schools the secular education 
should be, at least, on a par with that given at other schools of the same grade, and 
that at Board schools attended by Jewish children in large numbers provision should 
be made for their religious education. Mr. Mocatta warmly praised the services of 

r. Jacob Woolf, the Head-Master, Miss Israel, Miss Hertzen, and the other teachers, 
and said that he was glad to observe the increased respect and esteem in which 
teachers were generally held as compared with past yaars. 

_ . Mr. Leonarp L. Coney, Hon. Sec, in seconding the vote, said that he was happy 
in being able to fully endorse the remarks of Mr. Mocatta with regard to the eflicieney 
of the teaching staff of the school. 

; Mr. JAcoB Woo.r acknowledged the vote in suitable terms. He mentioned that 
in 1875 the total number of pupils was 106, in 1876 271, in 1877 314, in 1878 311, and 
at mud pay time there were J41 pupils in the school. These figures conclusively 
show that there was a necessity for the institution, and that Jewish parents appre- 
ciated its benefits. |

BOARD OF DEPUTIES, 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Tuesday last, at the 
Vestry-room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks; Mr. J. M. 
MONTEFIORE, President, in the Chair. e members present were: Messrs. 8. V. 
Abraham, D. L. Alexander, Arthur Cohen, Q.C., J. F. Gohen, E. Emanuel, P. Falk, Hf. 
Harris, H. 8. Harris, M. 8. Joseph, A. Mocatta, 8. Mon , B. Samuel and 8. Schloss. 

The So.iciror and SecreTARy read the Report of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee on the recent conviction of a Jew at Hull for an offence under the Lord's 
Day Act. The Committee, after fully considering the various Acts bearing on the 
subject, reported that there was no question as to the legality of the conviction, and 
that therefore there was no cause for intervention in the matter. 

After some observations, the Report was adopted. 

A letter having been read from the Secretary of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
stating that the Association was willing to renew the arrangement for joint action 
with the Board, it was resolved that the same gentlemen who had served on the 
Foreign Committee of the Board during the past year be re-elected. 

e balance-sheet for the last half-year was brought up and adopted. 

A letter was read from the Home Secretary, stating that he had had the honour 
of submitting to the Queen the Address of the Board on the occasion of the marriage 
of the Duke of Connaught, and that her Majesty had been pleased to receive the same 
very graciously. 

The appointment of the Rev. D. Fay as Secretary for marriage purposes of the 
Hull Congregation was notified to the Board. 

Mr. J. F. ConEn brought to the notice of the meeting the appeal which has been 
issued by the Newcastle Congregation for funds towards the erection of a new syna- 
gogue, and expressed a hope that though the Board might be unable in its corporate 
capacity to respond to the appeal, the members individually would aid the congrega- 
tion which he represented at the Board, He said that the building of a synagogue was 
an urgent necessity, and that the erection of a school-house in connection therewith 
was of equal importance and urgency. He suggested that the Board might at a 
future time extend its utility by adopting means for raising a Synagogue Building 
Fund, whereby the frequent public appeals of congregations for assistance would be 
obviated. 

After a few remarks from some members the subject was dropped, and the 
meeting thereupon terminated. 


THE LATE REV. PROF. D. M, ISAACS, 


On Sunday a special service was held in the Great Synagogue, York-street, 
Cheetham, Manchester, in memory of the late Rev. Prof. D. M. Isaacs. The syna- 
gogue was crowded. The pulpit, the reader's desk, the ark, and the candelabra were 
draped in black. The congregation consisted of the ministers and seatholders of the 
various synagogues in Manchester, and representatives from provincial congrega- 
tions. The number of.worshippers and the outward demonstrations of respect for 
the memory of the deceased, as well as the numerous expressions of regret at his 
death heard on all sides testified to the general esteem entertained for the venerabie 
minister, 

The afternoon service having been intoned by the Rev. Judah H, Valentine, of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, 

The Rev. Morris Joseph, of Liverpool, delivered a touching and eloquent oration. 
He said that although their minister was dead yet he still lived~lived in the good 
deeds and work he had done in his lifetime, lived in the great respect and love felt 
by all who knew him. Quoting various passages from the prophets and the 
writings of the Rabbis, he said it was an old custom to celebrate the departure 
of the souls of great men by a memorial service, and it was only right that they 
should assemble to give some expression to their grief and sorrow at the departure 
of such a man as their late pastor. While weeping for the dead they should not shed 
a tear because he had gone to that glorious jubilee of death and everlasting blier, 
but for their own sakes. They had been deprived of one who had kept burning the 
flame of religion among them, who had urged them on to do right, who had told 
them of their faults and cheered them in times of trouble and distress. He was the 
prince of preachers for he spoke from his heart, his words proceeded from his soul, 
and therefore reached those of his congregation. The preacher eulogised the 
deceased's untiring efforts in the community, and for the communal good, his kind! 
bearing to all, his sympathies for the poor, his one absorbing desire to do his 
duty to his God, his congregation, and himself. He also dilated upon the deceased's 
piety, eloquence, and benevolence, and in pathetic terms pointed out the great loss 
the Jews had sustained in the death of their late minister. He did not, he said, 
require a monument, for the synagogue itself—the scene of his labours, was the best 
memorial to his name. He admonished those present to go on with his good work, 
and continue his efforts to maintain a strict observance of the Sabbath, to unite the 
various and differing Jewish congregations of Manchester, and to make the Jewish 
pulpit a power in Judaism. he being among the first who instituted the Anglo-Jewish 
pulpit, The rey, gentleman concluded with a short and fervent prayer for the dead. 

The Ark was then opened, when the Rev. Mr, Klinkowstein recited the prayer 
for departed souls. 

Special offerings in memory of the deceased having been announced, 

The Rev. Dr. Stern, of Liverpool, in an earnest address eulogised the lamented 
professor, and pointed out the great communal loss sustained by his death. The 
deceased, he said, seemed to have a natural longing to serve his people, a divine 
spirit appeared to urge him on to labour, with all the energies of his mind, for the 
good of his race, With his great oratorical powers, he combined a fluency of lan- 
guage that was at once incisive and brilliant, earnest and convincing. He was the 
father of the poor, charitable, benevolent, pious and sincere, The attendance and 
the sympathy shown at his funeral were sufficiently expressive of the love and 
admiration entertained for him. The rev. gentleman concluded his address with an 
earnest prayer for the peace of the soul of the departed minister. i 

The Rev. H. D. Marks, Minister of the South Manchester Synagogue, then recited 
the prayer for the Royal Family. Portions of Psalm 119, the initials of each verse 
forming the name of the deceased, were read. 

The Rev. L. M. Simons, Minister of the Manchester Congregation of British 
Jews, next ascended the pulpit, and feelingly dilated upon the virtues of the deceased 
pastor, while he urged the members of the congregation to be united, and in no way 
to let dissension spring up among them. 

The service was brought to a conclusicn with the usual Evening Service, which 
was read by the Rev. H. D, Marks.

PENTECOST. 


Tue Summer is come; and, though Winter has this year been lingering 


in the lap of Spring longer than is his wont, we may well believe that the 
frost and the biting east-wind have left us in earnest, and that the undisputed 
sway of the beneficent sun has begun at last. And how splendid is his 
reign! There is scarce one note of lamentation mingling with the joyous 
peans which Nature sings in its praise. Itis only blessing that the summer 
dispenses. The heat may be too fierce at times and parch the youthful corn, 
or lay low the tender flowers, or slay even man with its burning breath. 
The rain may sometimes destroy instead of vivifying, and the lightning 
dart from the heavens to ruin all it touches. But these are but mino, 
inchlents in the story of the summer’s achievements. The rest is a tale of 
Life not Death, of Fruition not Destruction. If Winter has been unusually 
pitiless, and even Spring has proved cruel, if the earth has not cared to 
awake in the year’s prime to behold only a gloomy sky and to feel the air 
still icy cold, it is Summer’s gracious office to make amends for the short- 
comings of her predecessors. If they have not been kind, so much the more 
beneficent will she be. The traces of the lingering frost shall be swept away; 
the flowers shall yet load the air with their perfume; the waving corn shall 
make music in the fields, and the fruit shall hang heavily from the bough. 
Summer, at least, will not disappoint us. She will bring Blessing, Fruition, 
Compensation in her train. 


The Festival of Pentecost comes at a peculiarly fitting time. As inthe 
Passover, there is a marvellous likeness observable between the Feast and the 
Season. The Revelation of the Divine Will from amid Sinai’s thunders was 
the greatest boon that has ever been vouchsafed to man. It gave to the 
Israelite a religion which should be like a pillar of cloud ever going before 
him in the Wilderness of Life to show him the way to the Heavenly Land 
of Promise, which should lead him by the very path he has to tread on earth 
to purity, to holiness, to Gop Himself, which should solve for him the 
problems that perplex him here, and make this existence, not only bearable, 
but, in spite of its sorrows, full of tranquil joy. Well does the Festival 


come in the gracious Summer; for the Religion of Sinai has been only a 
blessing. It has blessed the myriads of men who have drawn from its 
teaching the knowledge which has sweetened and ennobled their lives. It 
has blessed the multitudes who have been guided by its pure and exalted 
doctrine to their Gop, and who, though in various fashion and different 


tongues, have worshipped Him in truth, And it has blessed, through the 
Code whose life-giving spirit it is, those enlightened communities which have 
a jealous regard for their physical well-being, and strive to promote it by 
obeying the wise prescriptions of Isnary’s Law. Like the Summer, Religion 
does not kill. It is emphatically “a tree of life to those who take hold of it” 
—the origin not only of that spiritual vitality, that aspiration after higher 
joys than the world can give, which is Religion’s chief fruit, but of life even 
in its lower sense—of health, of that happiness which the mere sense of living 
gives to the strong. Surely in a twofold sense can man obey the precepts 
of the Law and “live through them.” 


Yet of all whom the Religion of Sinai has blessed, those who first 


received it were blessed by it most. The Israelites who stood around the 
quaking mount, while the Mysterious Voice of the Supreme cleft a way to 
their souls through the thunders and the shrill trumpet-note, were endowed 
with. a distinction which has never been vouchsafed to any other people. 
They received the Divine Commands from the Almighty Himself. The 


| King deigned to be the bearer of His Message to His people. The impres- 


sion wrought by so stupendous an episode might well have remained indelibly 
engraved on the hearts of those who witnessed it, and set the majesty of 
Gop so vividly before their faces as to keep them for ever from sin. They 


might, indeed, be grateful for having with them always that deterrent from | 
transgression, nay, that incentive to righteousness, which we of this age long for — 


in'vain. What would we not give to have heard the Divine Voice for a single 
moment, so that the memory of that awful sound might arise and admonish 
us in the hour of temptation, so that the doubts that ever and anon rack our 
souls might be exorcised for ever by the knowledge that Gop had spoken with 
us? We must be content to believe; our ancestors, happier by far, were 
permitted to see. For them the veil was raised which we shall never see 
lifted till Death has made all things clear. 

And who were the men to whom so glorious a boon was granted? They 
were those whom the very Being that communed with them had redeemed 
from servitude a few weeks before. They were ransomed slaves; and the 
priceless gift of Religion was conferred upon them by the same Hand which 
had led them forth from the house of bondage. Why this heaping-up of 
benefits, if it-were not that one was but the completion of the other? The 
Redemption from Egypt could not have stood a'one, or it would have been 
useless. The slaves would have been free, but whence would have come the 
knowledge how their freedom was to be used? Their fetters were struck 
from their limbs, but their minds were still bound fast’in the chains of 
ignorance. ‘The final act in the work of liberation was yet to be performed. 
It was wrought at Sinai. It was Religion that completed Israr.’s enfran- 
chisement. He bowed beneath the yoke of Duty, and by that act made 
himself free. The Rabbins did well to insist on their quaint conceit that 
Scripture speaks of “ liberty’ being engraved on the tablets of stone, “ since 
only those are truly free who reverence the Law.” For if it needed but the 
bondage of Religion to perfect Isran’s liberty by enslaving him again, if he 
was not to enjoy the fullness of blessing which his redemption had bestowed 
upon him until he had been taught to subdue his lower nature and suppress 
every yearning save those which tended towards the realization of the noblest 
ideal of Life, we, too, can never attain to true freedom until we have reached 
the same state of moral subjection. To accept the yoke of the Law is to be 
free, because it is to soar to the height of Life’s true purpose, to develop to 
its utmost capacity every good energy we possess, to reach pinnacles of duty 
and spiritual knowledge which otherwise would be for ever above us. To 
cast off that yoke is to be a slaye—to be the victim of every passing gust of 
passion, to be the prey of doubt, to have no antidote for grief, to be powerless 
and dumb in the presence of life’s inscrutable mysteries. Religion, then, is 
the Charter of human liberties ; but it was IskazL. whom it was first to set 
free. The promulgation of the Decalogue was the accomplishment of the 
Divine scheme of liberation, Like the Summer, the Festival marks the 
time of Fruition. | 

Nor is the third parallel wanting to complete the likeness. Compensa- 
tion has its place among the ideas which the Feast suggests, even as it is 
suggested by the Summer which repairs the ruin wrought by the wintry 
blasts and atones for the tardiness of the Spring. For when Issa. went 
forth from Egypt to brave the dangers of the wilderness and to consign 
himself utterly into the hands of his Redeemer, he deserved to be repaid for his 
trust and to be sustained amid his trials by some manifestation of the Almighty’s 
favour. That manifestation was vouchsafed to him at Sinai. In the revela- 
tion of the Divine Majesty he had his recompense, in the knowledge that 
Gop was really with him, watching over him with merciful eye, he had an inex- 
haustible well of consolation that might yield him strength amid all his suffer- 
ings. But the analogy is closer yet. Isnanu’s past had been a Winter—his 
Redemption a laggard Spring. In Egypt slavery had numbed his noblest 
energies, and hidden as with wintry mists the rays of higher aspirations from 
his soul. Deliverance had but set him free physically, and left his higher 
nature all but untouched. The beams of religious truth, like the gracious 
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rays of the summer sun, made reparation for all the unfruitfulness of the 
Past. He had been long ignorant and debased, but in a day he was 
enlightened and uplifted. Nay, had he not suffered? Had not his cry gone 
up to Heaven by reason of his bondage? And was he not adequately com- 
pensated for all his anguish when “‘ Heaven opened,” and, like the prophet in 
after years, he “ saw visions of Gop"? | 
And to every human heart the same trath is breathed. Saffering is 
inseparable from Life; the winter of affliction is long, and even in the 
springtide of less stormy experiences the sunlight and the shadows, the 
warmth and the frost, mingle, only to prove the gloom and the cold the 
mightier. Bat the brightness comes at last to those who have faith,in the 
solace which Religion infallibly instils into their hearts. For them the 
darkness is pierced by heavenly rays; they, too, are permitted glimpses of 
Gop and they know that they are not forsaken. The very depth of their 
sorrow yields up sweet truths which make all their grief worth having 
because of the more perfect faith and the clearer insight with which it has 
endowed them. To them, too, the Sorreme has revealed Himself, and in 
that revelation compensated them for all their sorrows. The wonders 
wrought on Sinai’s crest for the myriads of Isnazt are repeated to-day for 
every suffering heart that listens to Religion’s voice as it calls through 
the thick darkness of affliction. And the message it whispers is once more 
a warning to be faithful even under the most searching trials, an assurance 
of Hzaven’s watchful care, a recompense in itself for. all the gloom which 
besets Man’s earthly way. | 


Tue LAte Mr. Lewis Jacons.—Our obituary column includes this week the name 
of one who, some years ago, was a very active member of the community.

Tue LAtTe Mr. Joseru [. ISAAcson.—A correspondent writes : The late Mr. 
Joseph I. Isaacson, naturalist, was in the early part of his life Curator of the once 
celebrated Zoological Collection and Museum of the late Earl of Derby (grandfather 
of the present Earl) at Knowlesley. On a vacancy occurring at the head of the 
Zoological Department of the British Museum, the Earl offered to nominate him 
thereto. But Mr. Isaacson being but self-taught did not consider himself able to 
accept the distinguished post, although the Earl remarked that “ he knew of no. one 
more qualified to do so.” Mr. Isaacson during the comparatively short period he 
remained in the profession was very active. He was the first to promote the establish- 
ment of the Liverpool and Hull Zoological Garden, which had many years of pros- 
perity. He was particularly well versed in Ornithology. 


FATAL AccrpENT.—On Tuesday an inquest was held at the London Hospital, 
on the body of Jacob Lyons, fishmoner, formerly of Stoney Lane, Houndsditch. It 
appeared that on Thursday, the 15th, the deceased, who was nearly blind, was croas- 
ing Whitechapel Road, near the Church, when he was knocked down by the van of a 
ginger beer manufacturer.

The poor Jews 
innocently imprisoned, have been released ; the judicial authorities having been 
unable to find the least proof of guilt against them. 

In connection with the approaching elections for the Chambers for the Revi- 
sion of the Constitation, M. Bratiano, the Prime Minister, in company with other 
prominent ministers, visited Jassy and attended a private meeting of local nota- 
bilities, at which were discussed the concessions which should be made to the 
Jews in order to satisfy the demands of Earope, without injuring the economical 
interests of the country. The discussion lasted from evening to daybreak and 
resulted in the unanimous adoption of the following proposition: ‘ To suppress 
the 7th Article of the Constitution and to replace it oy another, to the effect that 
religious belief should not be an obstacle to the attainment of naturalization. 
Jews who may desire to obtain the title and the prerogatives of Roumaniang, 
will have, individually, to petition the Legislative Bodies for these privilegee, 
and the Chambers may grant them these concessions by special laws and by a 
majority of votes.” This, we may observe, is obviously insafficient. The special 
laws would need a large expenditure in each individual case which only the 
richest Jews could afford ; and there is no guarantec that even these would be 
successful in their applications. Emancipation en masse is the proper tneasure, 
that is to say the Jews should be relieved by a public Act, not left as individuals 
to fight for a privilege which few indeed could secure. 

The societies which have been formed in various parts of Roumania to 
resist by force the granting of civil and political rights to any other persons than 
Christians, have become-so numerous and powerfal, that fears are expressed in 
some Jewish quarters in Bacharest, that, at a given signal, the ignorant populace, 
encouraged by some popular chiefs and by the heads of these societies, will rise 
like one man to impose their demands on the Chambers of Revision. One of the 
Roumanian papers, the Hesbouil, waros the electors that if complete rights aro 


acceded to the Jews, “a tragedy may be provoked of which alone God knows 
the result.” 


The Vienna correspondent of the Standard telegraphs to that journal: 
“The Koumanian Government will have so large a majority, that it is hoped the 


emancipation of the Jews will at last be settled in accordance with the Berlin 
Treaty.” 


The Paris Correspondent of the: Daily Telegraph telegraphed on Tuesday :— 
“Roumania, says the Republique Francaise, in a leading article to-day, will soon have 
to pronounce definitively upon one of the dispositions of the Treaty of Berlin which 
has reference to the regulation of the relations between the Jews and the Rou- 
manians, We all know the rights of this case. The Berlin Plenipotentiaries have 
thought that the moment has come for the disappearance of a disgraceful inequality 
between those who in Roumania enjoy the privileges of citizens and a class of 
inhabitants which hitherto has been regularly excluded from them. The Powers 
have not authoritatively imposed the nationalisation of the Jews on the Roumanian 
Government, but they have thought proper to make this the price of a formal! ac- 
knowledgment of the independence of the valiant Principality. Moreover, proceeds 
the République Francais, they have not asked that all the Israelites should be assimi- 
lated to the Roumanian nationality, for that would have been unjust. A distinction 
has been made between the nomad Jews, who would like to have al! the benefits of 
a naturalisation without any of its troubles, and those who, born on Roumanian soil, 
have an incontestable right to share the privileges of citizenship with the Christian 
inhabitants. The majority of the signatories of the Treaty have, therefore, thought 
proper to suspend the formal investiture of their agents as Ministers Plenipotentiary 
until the Roumanian Legislature furnishes a guarantee of its good intentions 
towards a considerable section of interested persons. The Roumanians, and especially 
the Liberal party, entertain prejudices towards the Jews which have hitherto pre- 
vented them from yielding the point ; but the Repwdlique Francaise trusts that they 
will return to a more just appreciation of the political necessities and duties which 
the most enlightened of the Danubian Principalities has to observe. The fact is, 
that in France, in England, and in Germany people have a higher opinion of the 
Roumanians than they seem to have of themselves. The Roumanian fearé 
that they will be swamped by enfranchised usurers, but Europe thinks otber- 
wise, and considers they have already given sufficient evidence of their political 
capacity to assure them against such a danger. It is, no doubt, concludes the 
République Francaise, very hard and very trying to break with old prejudices ; but if 
the Roumanians are wise they will not fail to perceive that their acceptance of the 
conditions imposed by the Powers will not compromise their independence in te 
least, and will place them on a footing with the most enlightened nations. Nothirg 
could be fairer than the above remarks, but in the opinion of many Roumanians 
even the recognition of their independence would be dearly bought by any materia! 
concessions to the usurers, whom they would gladly turn bag and baggage out of 
the Principality. Resistance, however, is futile, and they should submit at once 
with a good grace, Surely Russia has taught them this lesson often enough.” 


Jews’ HosPiraAt AND OnPHAN AsyLUM DINNER.—In the course of a letter 
written by Mr. Serjeant Simon, M-P.. to the Daily Telegraph, to correct an error iD 
respect of his remarks at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum Dinner. the learned 
Serjeant says: “ In returning thanks for the toast of the ‘House of Commons,’ [ am 
represented as having said that ‘there’ (in the House of Commons ) I and others of 
my faith, had often amid sneers and gibes, coming in some instances from the heads 
of the Liberal party, to advocate the interests of oppressed Jews in various parts of 
the world. What I said was the very reverse. I spoke of the prejudices and calumnics 
(not in the House of Commons) as well as the oppression in some foreign countrics 
to which the Jews were still subjected, and I said that we had reason to be grateful 
for the position which we occupied in this country, where a Jew could rise in his 
place in the House of Commons and call attention to the wrongs and sufferings of his 
brethren in foreign countries. So far from ‘ sneers and gibes’ in the House of Com- 
mons, I have never risen there in behalf of my brethren without receiving marks 0 
eympathy from both sides of the House, and from the leaders of both political

SLAVERY AMONG THE HEBREWS.—I. 


A PAPER READ BY THE REV. ISIDORE HARRIS AT A MESTING FOR THE STUDY OF 
HEBREW LITERATURE, WEDNESDAY, MAY 7TH, 1879. 


The subject upon which I am about to address you this evening is perbaps 
not the most interesting branch of Hebrew studies which I could have selected. 
A description of the various intricate relations which existed between master 
and servant, thousands of years ago in Palestine, may be very attractive to the 
student of law or of sacred antiquities, but can hardly be expected to profoundly 
interest those who desire to combine relaxation with instruction, Forewarned 
of this, why have I chosen so abstruse a theme and run the risk of losing you, 
and ail too, in a maze of involved technicalities, instead of wandering into 
gome of the more tempting fields of intellectual recreation with which Jewish 
literature abounds? Because I conceive an account of slavery, as it existed 
among the ancient Hebrews, to be something more than the mere unravelling of 
a code of dry laws. Slavery being one of the most important domestic tastitu- 
tions of antiquity, the treatment accorded by ancient peoples to their slaves may 
be accepted asa certain gauge of the heights of civilization attained by the 
various communities which employed them. Therefore, if we would understand 
how broad a humanity distinguishes the Biblical laws, and contrast their bene- 
volent tendency with the spirit of other legislative codes, the ancient institution 
of Slavery, as it was established by Moses and developed by the sages of the 
Talmud, presents a rich field for study; and if at times our labours become 
somewhat difficult and wearisome, at other times we shall be agreeably surprised 
by bright flashes of the beautiful and the good, and I doubt not that in the end 
our patience will he rewarded and our subject will have yielded to us some truly 
important results. 


In what light does the Bible view slavery? What importance does it 
attach to the insiitution and with what degree of favour does it regard its 
prevailing usages? ‘These are the questions which confront us at the opening 
of our subject. Undoubtedly, the Bible does concede the importance of slavery 
as an universal institution. Hence, it accords the first place in the civil code 
(Exodus xxxi. 2) to some of its most significant laws. Even the Decalogve 
itself defines one of its conditions (Exodus xx. 10), and it is not improbable 
that its opening words contain a forcible allusion to the primary principles 
of Hebrew slavery. The Bible then recognises the fact that slavery had deeply 
penetrated almost every relation of humana life, and that however undesirable an 
organization it might be, it could not be uprooted without destroying the whole 
social fabric. The Divine Code had no desire to supplant existing institutions. 
It accommodated itself to the circumstances of the age, and it incorporated slavery 
and other abuses of the time into its institutions,s0 that by bringing them 
under its control it might soften some of their harsher features, and so prepare 
the way for their ultimate abolition. But the Bible takes every care to let nue 
know that slavery is an abuse aiid not a use of the human scheme, It almost 
commences with asserting tlie far-reaching principle of the dignity of manhood. 
It tells us already in the first chapter that man is formed “in imagine” (verse 
26). An offence against Manhood is, therefore, an insult to the Divine Creator. 
It regards slavery as a curse, a terrible curse (Genesis ix. 25). Repeatedly, and 
with divine emphasis, the Israelites are remindéd of their slavery in Rgypt, and 
this reminder strikes the keynote which regulates the entire system of Hebrew 
slavery. The two leading principles upon which the Mosaic institution is 
founded are immediately deducible from this event. I. (iod baving brought 
the Israelites out of Egypt, they are Lis servante, and not the servants of 
their fellow-creatures (Levit. xxv. 42). Il, Having themselves been strangers 
in Egypt, they can commiserate the sufferings of the oppressed foreigner 
(Exodus xxxiii. 9).. On the one band, the remembrance of the event 
teaches them to respect the inalienable rights of every member of their own 
race, and, on the other, not to withhold their sympatl.ies from the misfortunes of 
the heathen. Both branches of Hebrew service are, therefore, regulated accord- 
ing to settled principles which cannot be deviated from. Perheps it is further 
intended to suggest a connection between the reminiscences of the Exodus and 
the principles of slavery by giving the laws of slavery the first place in the civil 
code, corresponding as this position does with that of the opening words of the 
Decalogue. The heathen has not entered into the relatidns of Divine Service by 
which the Israelite is bound, but be rather recognises the justice of man-service ; 
therefore, all that the Mosaic constitution need concern itself with in his case, 


is to ameliorate the hardships of his condition and to render it as tolerable as 
possible. 


Already in its general conception of slavery, Mosaism compares favourably 
with other systems, Not even the Greek philosophere—the highest in the scale 
of Heathen civilization—seem to have conceived anything so lofty as the prin- 
ciples of Humanity with which the sacred Code is imbued. Slavery is not 
regarded by them as otherwise than a desirable state of things. Aristotle con- 
sidera that a complete household comprises both slaves and freemen, and he 
defends slavery on the ground of the diversity of races. He defines a slave as 
a “living, working tool and possession.” He considers that women and slaves 
are destitute of natural capacity for government, this capacity being dependent 
on intellectual foresight, of which they have a meagre share (Ethics. Nic. viii.). 
Plato, in his perfect state, desires only that no Greeks shall enslave Greeke. 

ut we must proceed to consider the subject in detail, before we can understand 
how essentially the Jewish code of slavery differs from other codes, and what a 
Divine Spirit of Light and Love breathes throughout it. 

The Hebrew term for “slave” is 4 y. Properly speaking, the term 
only means “servant,” and is applied to persons filling the most exalted 
Offices, even to “servants of the Lord.” There are several periphrases for 
slave which express, at the same time, the mode in which he came into the 
possession of his master. ‘Thus }D3 Np (Gen. xvii. 12) and HOD j*3> (Levit. xxii. 
11), “ purchased with money,” (muncipia argento parata) ; N3T> (Gen, xiv. 14), 
house-born, ;’ and (Eccles. ii. 7), “son of the house” (vernae). The 
Hebrew V3 in the sense of ‘‘ servant”’ corresponds to the Latin puer, the Greek 
pais, and our English word “lad,” For female slaves, two terms, AMDv’ and 
MON were in use, and it is important to understand the distinction between them. 
MON is the more general term, NNDY is generally antithetical to “ mistress,” and 
‘8 @ more expressive term. Thus Abigail says to David (1 Samuel xxv, 41) 

Behold thine haodmaid (7Mx) will be a servant (AMD) to wash the feet of 
the servants of my Lord.” Hagar is the Mnf of her mistress, until the birth 
of Ishmael, when she rises to the condition of MDN. In the Talmud,the Hebrew 
maiden is called Nay while the Canaanite is called Abar- 
banel remarks on Levit. xix. 20, that a Hebrew waiden is calied My when sold to 
& Hebrew, and mnay when sold to a Canaanite.° 

It must be vorne iu mind that at the time the Mosaic Constitution was founded 


to *, The possible derivation of MON from DN, “a mother,” would tend to show that she had rather 
act the part of a mother to her master's family than that of a slave; From AMD, “a bond- 


woman,” we perhaps get FIMDY'?d, “a family,” showing likewise her relation to the household, 
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there existed, in reality, no labouring class, such as we are accustomed to at the 


present day. The Jewish slave was, therefore, the representative of, and, in 


most respects, occupied a position analogous to, our modern hireling. Slavery, 


being an indispeneable condition of the times, was the mildest alternative which 
cael be offered in many cases of personal misfortune. Those who were vaptared 
in war must either have been enslaved or put to death. If aman was found 
guilty of certain offences, the simplest manner of disposing of his offence, at 
a time when incarceration was comparatively unknown, was to sell him, so 
that, with the proceeds of his labour, he might make restitution. Indeed, it 
seems a more equitable procedure than the modern one of imprisoning a thief at 
the expense of society, whose laws he has outraged. And for those who were too 
poor to support themselves, it was a merciful provision, in times which were lon 
anterior to the working of poor laws, to subject them to those who were bo 
willing and able to take them under their protection, 

With these general principles before us, we may proceed to consider in 
detail the laws which regulated Hebrew service. These are principally to be 
found in Exodus xxi. 2-11, Levitious xv. 39-55, and Denteronomy xv, 12-18. 
They will have to be eensidered under three heads : I. Male Hebrew servante. 
Il, Female Hebrew servan‘s. II1. Gentile slaves. Each head again will fall into 
the following divis'sns. Seaquisition; period of service ; treatment during 
service ; restoration to  xedom. 

I—Hesrew SLaves. 

AcquisITion.—The cireamstances in which a Hebrew might be reduced 
to slavery were these: 1. A man who had mortgaged his property and was 
unable to support his family might sell himself to a Hebrew in order to obtain 
a livelihood and acquire sufficient property to buy back his estate (Levit. xxvi. 
26,59). This he was only permitted to do if reduced to the utmost distress 
(Maim Hilchoth Abadim 1, 2). 

2. If a man was found guilty of theft, and was unable to make legal resti- 
tution, he was sold to the person whom he bad robbed, to work out the amount 
of his indebtedness (Ex. xxii. 2). This law was circumecribed by many condi- 
tions. A man could not be sold more than once for thefts (however many) 
committed against the same person (Kidushin 18a). Nor could he be sold for 
more than the mere amount of his theft.° Nor could he be sold to a Gentile 
(H. Abad. iii. 3). It is important to note that he could not he sold as a slave for 
mere debt, as among the Romans, according to the Law of the xii Tables, and 
other nations of antiquity.t Some authorities have endeavoured to prove other- 
wise from 2 Kings iv. 1 “ My husband is dead and the debtor has come to take 
unto him my iwo sonsto be bondmen.” Nothing, however, can be adduced from 
the passage in question. The creditor, who,in tne opinion of the Sages, was the 
king himself, acted in direct opposition to the Law, like the creditors ia the time 
of Nehemiah (Neh. v. 1-5),t or he may have been a heathen. Isaiah's exclama- 
tion, “To which of my creditors have I sold you ?” (Isaiah |. 1) only shows that 
debtors sometimes discharged a debt by means of their slaves. The Talmud 
even prohibited a man to make use of his debtor's slaves, lest it might appear 
like an exaction of usury (Baba Kama 97a), The Mosaic dispensation, which 
went 89 fer as to prohibit a creditor retaining his debtor's garment over night, or 
his tools, or entering his house (Ex. xxii. 25-26, Deut. xxiv. 10-13), would 
surely not have given over the borrower's person to the mercies of his creditor. 

The Hebrew might not be sold in the open market; he was not to be 
exbibited in the kuklos, the catasta, or the taberna. As it was, the sale was au 
insult to Lis manbeod and an infraction of his inborn rights, therefore it had to 
be condacted as secretly and as honourably as possible (H. Abad, I. 5). 

Pesiop or Service.—The first law of slavery (Exodus xxxi. 2) limits the 
term of the Hebrew’s service to six years. This period of duration is repeated 
in Deut. xv. 12. Just as a man had to work six days.and rest on the seventh, as 
an acknowledgment of the Divine sovereignty, and as the ground had to be 
worked six years and to lie fallow during the seventh, in similar acknowledg- 
ment of the mora! government of God, so the Hebrew slave was ouly allowed to 
work six years ; the arrival of the seventh made Lim free and placed master and 
servant on the same footing of moral subjection to the same Master. However, the 
passage in Leviticus xxv. 40 gives the jubilee as the termination of hie slavery, and 
the conflict of the two laws has given rise to much diversity of opinion, Accord- 
ing to some authorities, either circumstance, whichever was the firet to happen, gave 
him his liberty. Others maintain that the laws in Exodus and Deuteronomy refer 
solely to one who was sold for his theft (7°2°2 13109M), while that in Leviticus con- 
cerns one who himself on account of poverty (WO¥y MR DIN). The former, 
according to their opinion, served for six years, while the latter served till the 
jubilee.§ The seventh year evidently means the seventh year from his entry 
into bis master’s service and not the Sabbatical year (H. Abad. II. 2). It may 
be remarked also that Jacob served Labaa for two periods of seven years 
each, not, however, observing the seventh year as a year of freedom. 

TREATMENT —The important principle which regulated the statue of the 
Hebrew siave was the recognition of his eelf-personality. The Hebrew was not 
the thing and chattel of his master, but a hireling who was to be treated with 
the utmost respect for his independence (Levit. xxv. 39, 40, 42, 43). He could 
not be sold or presented to anyone (UW. Abadim iv. 10). Whatever property he 
might acquire during the period of bis service was his own; he might redeem 
himself with it, and the master had no power over it whatever (Mishna, Bab. 
Mez. i. 5). If his master injured him, he had the same redress which the law 
allowed to a freeman ([b., Bab. Kam, viii. 3). Should the slave be the head ofa 
family when he entered service, the master was bound to support the wife and 
children, though he was not allowed to exact any labour from them (Kid. 
22a). The master was particularly enjoined not to “rule over him with rigour” 
(Levit. xxv. 43). He could only demand of the slave the performance of such 
labour as he had been used to as a freeman (Jbid 39). He was not to perform 
any menial) or unnecessary labour, or a work the quantity of which was not 
defined (H. Abadim i, 7), unless he bad specially hired himself for a short period 
to do a certain work. But as soon as he was sold as a slave, the law protected 
 * 553 NX?) 193"3) 3. Josephus, however, considers that the thief could be sold for four or 
five times the amount of the theft, which, according to Exodus xx. 26, he had to pay (Antig. iv. &, 
27). But even according to the Traditional view, though he was only soid for the simple amount, 
the remainder was regarded as a debt which he wouid have to discharge at the first opportunity, 


Should six years’ | abour amount to more than his theft, according to the opinion of the Sages, he 
was not sold at all (Kidushin xviii a; H. Genevah, iil. 12-14), 

+ In Chiua, a man may sell himself to discharge certain debts. But the law is far less humane 
than the Jewish Law, for ouly at the end of twenty years is he eatitied to his liberty, if he has con- 
ducted himself well; otherwise be remains in permanent slavery. The emperor's debtors are dealt 
with in two ways: fraudulent debtors are strangled, while unfortunate debtors give up their wives, 
children and property to be sold, while they themselves are sent to a new settlement (Milman’s 
History of Jews, Vol. i. p. 169, note), 

t [tis noteworthy thatin both passages the word MpPyy, which signifies an “outcry against 
oppression,” is used (Cf. Isaiah y. 7). 

$ This is the dictum of the Talmud (Kidushin 14b, and Maim. H. Genevah tii. 14), but it is 


opposed by R, Eliezer, who maintaios that the laws concerning both classes of slaves were the same. 


Much depends upon whether the six years mentioned in Exodus are to be taken to mean precisely 


six years, néither more nor less, or as the outside limit. According to the Talmud,it means the 


former, and hence a Hebrew who had committed a thoft could not be sold for lesa than six years. 
The jubilee may be gree as the period of service in Leviticus xxv., simply because the chapter is 
treating of the jubilee, and not to prohibit a man from selling himself for a shorter period.
